Upland City Council Monday 
night approved an ordinance 
requiring landowners to maintain 
parkways adjacent to their 
prop ty. 

The ordinance allows the city to 
maintain the parkways if the owner 
refuses to correct a ’’nuisance”’ 
caused by over-grown, dying or 
hazardous trees and vegetation 
“having a tendency to depreciate 
the 2esthetic and property values of 
surrounding property.” 

Under the ordinance the city staff 
wou'd cite the homeowner for not 
maintaining the parkway. If the 
horgowner refuses to correct the 
situation, the city would perform 
the maintencance and bill the 
homeowner by placing a lein on the 
property. 

The new ordinance also allows the 


city to declare a nuisance in cases of 
abandoned, deteriorated or partially 
constructed buildings, storage of 
inoperative vehicles for 
“unreasonable periods of time,”’ 
accumulations of debris or broken 
furniture. 

Once the city staff declares a 
nuisance and requires the situation 
be corrected, the property owner 
has the right to appeal the decision 
within 10 days. 

At a previous council meeting City 
Attorney Donald Maroney said most 
homeowners would do the necessary 
maintenance once they have been 
cited by the city and noted the staff 
would be citing only cases that are 
“really blatant in depreciating the 
area.” 

Councilman Hal Bailin called the 
ordinance ‘‘a beginning’ in making 
it ‘‘very clear it is the responsibility 


of the lanowner to care for the 
parking strip. It is an important 
measure because we’ve never had 
enforcement ability.”’ 

The City Council orginally had 
requested the landscaping ordinance 
to insure well-kept parkways along 
newly developed sections of 
Mountain Avenue, which is seen by 
many people driving through Upland 
to Mt. Baldy. 

Also Monday the council 
appointed a nine-member advisory 
committee to work with the city 
staff to recommend projects to be 
funded under the Federal Housing 
and Community Development Act. 

The council named Loren Sanchez 
to head the committee which 
includes Sally Grove, R,A, Ray, Dr. 
Henry Childs, Gilbert Rodriquez, 
Viola Markley, Isabel Contreras, 
Joe Kamansky and Harry Bangert. 


The tommittee will recommend to 
the council short-term and long- 
term community development 
needs as well as activities to be 
funded during 1976-77. The city will 
receive an estimated $267,000 to 
improve living conditions in low and 
moderate-income areas. 

In other action Monday the 
council ; 

—Awarded Dearth Machinery Co. 
of Baldwin Park a $7,528 contract to 
provide a 16-inch trailer-mounted 
brush chipper to be delivered in 
January. The city will receive a 
$1,000 trade-in credit on the present 
chipper. 

—Authorized Mim Mack 
Engineering Co. to survey the 
Greenbelt adjacent to Cable Airport 
area and prepare a grading plan, 
water supply plan and detailed 
master plan for development of the 


park to be used primarily for 
organized youth sports. The work 
will cost $7,200 which will be funded 
from Upland’s share of the state 
Beach, Park, Recreational and 
Historical Facilities Bond Act. 


— Authorized Mayor Akner 
Haldeman to request the San 
Bernardino County Board of 
Supervisors to conduct proceedings 
for Upland to annex the site of the 
new reservoir on 17th Street west of 
Benson Avenue. 


—Approved a formal agreement 
with the county sheriff for Upland to 
use the teletype network for 
information on vehicles and 
outstanding warrants. Upland’s 
share in funding the joing 
information system is $110 per 
month. 

— Ratified an agreement with the 
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ydicateéd qualified to publish legal aaver

Blood pressure warning

As a rule, you won't receive a 
warning signal that high blood 
pressure is building in your body. 

For this reason, this symptomless 
disease is referred to as the silent 


killer. The only way to find out if you 
have this condition is to have your 
physician check your blood 
pressure. While many people do go 
to their physicians for other 
reasons, it appears far too few have 
their blood pressures taken and 
know the results of the test. 

The instrument for measuring 


blood pressure in the arteries is 
called the sphygmomanometer. 
This measures the pressure of the 
blood in millimeters of mercury and 
has to be used with a stethoscope, an 
instrument for listening to sounds in 
the body.

so that it cuts off circulation 
temporarily. It is completeiy 
painless. At this point, the pressure 
is gradually decreased and the 
examiner hears the first sound of 
blood rushing back through the 
arteries in your arm. By observing 
the level of mercury when this 
happens, the doctor obtains what is 
called the systolic pressure, or the 
amount of pressure when your heart 
beats. 

The examiner then continues to 
decrease the pressure in the cuff 





until the sounds heart at the systolic 
level disappear or greatly diminish. 
This is calied the diastolic pressure. 
It represents the amount of pressure 
in the blood vessels when your heart 
is between active beats. 

At the completion of this simple 
test, the blood pressure reading is 
expressed in terms of systolic over 
diastolic. Your doctor will tell you 
two figures; for example ‘‘110-over- 
85.’’ He or she will be more 
concerned with the diastolic reading 


as a measurement of the amount of

pressure in the: circulatory system 
without the pumping action of the 
heart — the amount of actual 
pressure constantly placed on your 
circulatory system. 

You may wonder what “‘normal”’ 
blood pressure is. For the average 
adult, a reading of less than 140/90 is 
considered normal. The lower 
number (diastolic) is regarded as 
the most important.

Years ago, when families across 
the country retired for the evening, 
lights were put out, and so was the 
cat. Today, with increased urbaniza- 
tion and the image of pets as ‘‘part 
of the family,’ more and more cats 
: spend their entire lives indoors — 


aided by modern inventions like kit- 
ty litter. 

If you are about to receive a new 
kitten or cat, make some advance 
preparation — a quiet, out-of-the- 
way spot for your pet’s bed and a 
convenient corner for the litter box. 

To help your pet fit smoothly into 
the household, avoid elimination 
problems by taking your cat over to 


. Kitty litter suggestions 


the litter pan after each feeding for 
the first few days. For a young 
kitten, it is helpful to put it in the 
box and make digging motions with 
its front paws. Most will quickly 
catch on. 

Cats are fastidious creatures, and 
often will not use a litter pan or box 
that is not regularly emptied and 
cleaned. For a one-cat family, the 
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litter box should be cleaned about 
once a day. Since a cat is a digger, it 
is wise to choose a pan with at least 
five inch sides, so that the soil is not 
pushed over the edge and onto the 
floor. A cup or two of litter, replac- 
ed on a daily basis, usually proves to 
be adequate. 

Maintaining a sanitary litter pan 
is important to the health of both cat 
and owner. If you have several pets, 
a clean pan will reduce the possibili- 
ty of passing worms or other 
parasites from one to the other. 


Feces also occasionally carry eggs 
or larve from parasites that can be 
transferred from cats to human 
beings. One of these parasites is 
called toxoplasma gondii. 
Toxoplasma gondii were first dis- 
covered in 1908 and for a while were 
called the ‘beautiful parasites,’’ 
since they seemed capable of living 
in almost all species, with no harm 
to anyone. They are transferred by 
the consumption of raw or under- 
cooked meat containing the 
microscopic parasites, or by ex-

posure to other contaminated 
materials 

In animals other than cats, tox- 
oplasma gondii are either quickly 
destroyed by the body’s natural 


defenses or are buried in muscle 


tissue. In cats, however, the 
organisms do not hibernate in the 
muscle tissues, but live and 


reproduce in the cat's intestinal 
tract, passing out with the feces. 

Most toxoplasmal infections are 
mild, undiagnosed and cause no out- 
ward problems

Theodora Wells is talking 
about how women are 
taught not to take 
themselves seriously when 
a secretary comes in and 
fiddles momentarily with a 
projection screen. 

She turns to the only man 
in the room and says, 
“Could you take this down 
for me?”’ 

Theo, who is closer, 
reaches over, pushes a 
button and pulls a lever, and 
the screen folds neatly up 

“How did you do that?” 
the secretary asks, and 
Theo tells her: ‘‘Push the 
button, pull the lever.”’ 

The incident is a small 
one, but it punctuates 
perfectly the discussion 
about women in the office: 
many women are taught to 
feel they cannot do certain 
things.

figure. We can find a 
balance between the classic 
male-female roles by 
moving toward a situation 
of more caring and 
cooperation in the 
authority-subordinate sit- 
uation.

psychological contract. The 
subordinate is always 
working to reduce the 
distance, and humor is a 
key tool to reduce stress as 
it happens. If the situation 
is one of hostility and 
stress, it causes defensive 
behavior and actually 
increases distance in the 
end.”’
